LIFE INSURANCE CORPORATION OF 
INDIA CLASS III AND CLASS IV EMP¬ 
LOYEES (REVISION OF TERMS AND 
CONDITIONS OF SERVICE) AMEND¬ 
MENT RULES, 1990. 

G.S.R. 509(E) '.—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 48 of the Life Treut'ance 
Corporation Act, 1956 (31 of 1956), the dentral 
Government hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Life Insurance Coriioration 
of India Class Ilf and Class IV Employees 
(Revision of Terms and Conditions of Srvice) 
Rules, 1985, namely ; — 

1. Short title: —These rules may be called r.f: e Life' 
Insurance Corporation of India Class iO and 
Class IV Employees (Revision of Terms and 
Conditions of Service! Amendmcft: Rales, 
1990, 

2. In the Life Insurance Corporation of India 
Class III and Class IV Employees (Revision 
of Terms and Conditions of Sei-vice) Rules, 
1985 (licreinaftcv referred to as ' th i' ^aid 
rules"). 

(1) for sub-rule (2) of the rule t'Vft, the 
following shall be substituted and shall 
be deemed to have been substituted from 
the 1st day of August, 1989 namely : --- 

"(2) An employee in the scale olf P3.y of 
Assistant or Stenographer, fvho- was in 
receipt of graduation increments imme¬ 
diately prior to the 1st day of April, 
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1989 and had reached the maximum 
of the scale of pay referred to in sub-rule 
(1) of rule 4 of the said rules, or had 
drawn the first increment referred to in 
clause (a) of rule 7 of the said rules, 
be paid graduation allowance in accord¬ 
ance with the following Table :— 



Explanation:—for the removal of doubts, it is clarifi¬ 
ed that nothing contained in sub-rule 
(2) of rule 19A, shall have the effect 
of recovering any graduation allowance 
drawn by an employee prior to the 
publication of these rules.

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDLM 

The Central Government have accorded approval 
to revise the terms and conditions of service of 
employees of the Life Insurance Corporation of 
India with effect from the 1st day of August, 
1989, so far as Graduation Allowance is concerned 
and with effect j'rora 1st day of April, 1987 so 
far as Hill allowance is concerned. The rales 19A 
and 11 are being amended accordingly with effect 
from 1-8-1989 and 1-4-1987 respectively. 

2. It is certified that no employee of the Life In¬ 
surance Corporation is likely to be affected adversely 
by the notification being given retrospectii e effect.
